THE ONCE ELIGIBLES FOR 
PRESJ DENT 

EVER are presidential candidacies dis- 
cussed but some one says that the Con- 

stitutions bars ail persons of foreign 

birth from the executive office, yet 
this is an overstatement. Time has removed 
all who in 1787 were eligible to that office, 
but the language of our organic law may be 
quoted. ‘‘No person except a natural born 
citizen, or a ejtizen of the United States at 
the time of the adoption of this Constitution, 
shall be eligible to the office of President.’’ 

It was not the purpose of the Constitution 
to exclude from our highest office men who 
had aided in the establishment of the republic. 
Had Lafayette settled here he would have been 
on the eligible list that is, when he was thirty- 
five years of age. Steuben, Barry and Paul 
Jones would have been on the roll of possi- 
bilities. Robert Morris was among those who 
might have been chosen to the Presidency. 
Tf, as Rufus Choate said, our brief war with 
Mexico developed a thousand presidential as- 
pirations the Revolutionary era may have 
kindled many ambi@ions that have long been 
forgotten. 

Under the terms of the Constitution three 
men of foreign birth ‘and commanding ability 
could look toward the Presidency, although 
not one of them was at that/ time old enough 
for the office. Alexander Hamilton was born 
in Nevis, but his later youth and all his man- 
hood were spent here. The odds against him 
were heavy. He incurred the ill will of some 


‘of the leading Federalists, and he never won 


the masses of the party as Jefferson did the 
masses of the Democracy. There were power- 
ful Federalists who never forgave him for 
being a poor boy, and others who deemed it 
unpardonable presumption for him to marry 
General Schuyler’s daughter. Nevertheless 
had he in 1787 been thirty-five years of age, 
and had Washington died, there might have 
been a contest whether the Federalists would 
choose Hamilton or Adams. 

Nobody in 1787 -thought much about the 
political future of a young Swiss named 
Abraham Albert Alphonse Gallatin, now 
generally known as Albert Gallatin. He had 
proved himself zealous for our cause, had 
taught French at Harvard, and had tried 
agricultural experiments. This man was to 
be Secretary of the Treasury under Jefferson 
and Madison, and was to serve us in high 
trusts abroad. It would not require any wild 
imagination to think of him as being chosen 
in the place of Monroe. He fills a larger 


_niche than Polk, Pierce or Buchanan. 


From his Jamaican home, from schools in 
Edinburgh and London came Alexander James 
Dallas. It is no fault of his that Hamilton 
and Gallatin overshadowed him, while it is 
to his eredit to say that he was among the 
ablest of their successors. His papers, dealing 
largely with issues no longer current, are not 
called for in every public library, yet a quota- 
tion from him may often be heard. The 
Democrats who believed with Jefferson, with 
Madison and with Monroe that our manufac- 
tures should be guarded from a wholesale in- 
flux of foreign goods long quoted Dallas. 
Many now living know that he was one of the 
authorities dear to the heart of Samuel J. 
Randall. No one will ever write a history of 
the Treasury department without recognizing 
the ability of Dallas, and his services in bring- 
ing our notes to par. 

The active men of 1787 were cut down to 
a small ban@ ere Jackson’s day. But among 
the younger emigrants, those who had received 
their citizenship before the Constitution was 
adopted, there may have been a number of 
hopes. In later years favorite sons have re- 
joiced in the prespect of complimentary votes 
on two or three ballots. There were in 1787 
ambitious men of foreign birth who yearned 
to be at least talked of as possible chief

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ably disposed of at a loss to the govern-

ADJUST YOUR HEADLIGHTS 





tlaring headlights which blind auto 
drivers are going to be taboo on 
highways of the southern and cen- 
tral part of the state. 

Too many accidents are being caus- 
ed by blinding headlights, say offic- 
ials of the Automobile Club of South- 
ern California. Recognizing this fact, 
there are going to be several raids 
staged against auto owners who do 
not properly dit their lights. 

Auto Club officials have issued a 
warning to.all motorists to get their 
lights correctly adjusted before the 
law starts to make it unpleasant for 
all those whose lights blind the trav- 
elling public. 

The State regulations in regard to | 
the headlight adjustment provide for 
“two lights in front of the vehicle, | 
of such intensity that they will re- | 
veal any substantial object for 200 
feet ahead of the vehicle from one- 
half hour after sunset to one-half | 
hour before sunrise, or when it is! 
dark enough to conceal objects 200 | 
feet ahead of the vehicle.” 

Legal requirements in regard to 
the adjusting of the lights, points out 
the Auto Club legal department, are 
such that they can only be met mt 


the ase of one of the approved dim- 
ming devices as passed by the State. | 

But all dimming devices must be 
properly adjusted, and the adjust- 
ment is so technical that it can us-} 
ually be best understood by a pros | 
fessional engineer or by an author- | 
ized adjusting station. 

Motorists are advised to have their 
headlights correctly adjusted at once 
or suffer the consequences at the 
hands of the law.
